HE crY of the Psalmist ‘““What is man, that 

| thou art mindful of him?” is gloriously 

answered by John: “Beloved, now are we 

children of God, and it is not yet made manifest 
what we shall be.” 

To human sense we are sons of earth, products 
of evolution, inheritors of the sins of our ancestors 
“unto the third and fourth generation.” But the 
Spirit of God hath made us, and the breath of the 
Almighty giveth us life. Transiently we are sons 
of earth, eternally sons of God and heaven. We 
are like the royal prince of the ancient folk tale, 
divested of royal raiment, cast out from his royal 
abode, himself confused as to his true status; yet 
despite appearances having within himself the 
instincts and impulses of his true lineage. 

Humanly we are subject to many weaknesses 
and hazards, but at the same time we have within 
us the power to overcome these and to supplant 
them with strength and power. God “formed” 
man of the dust of the earth, but He ‘‘created”’ 
man in His own image. “The first man [the 
‘formed’ man} is of the earth, earthy: the second 
man [the ‘created’ man} is of heaven,” said Paul. 

The first man is not first in point of ultimate 
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Truth but of his own perception of himself. In- 
carnate on the earthly plane of expression, he ap- 
pears to be “of the earth, earthy,’ because he is 
not yet awakened to spiritual awareness of his 
true spiritual nature. The prime purpose of his 
life on this plane is that he shall become con- 
sciously aware of that which he is eternally: that 
by claiming and exercising his divine birthright 
he shall attain to a consciousness of his dominion 
over the beasts of the field and the birds of the 
air and over the elements of his own inner nature 
symbolized by these outward things. Coming into 
this world apparently as the servant of all, he must 
learn by employing his innately God-given powers 
to become the wise, loving, unselfish master of all. 

He might thus be likened to an heir to a great 
enterprise who, not content simply to assume 
leadership without proving his right (by reason of 
ability as well as inheritance), enters upon his 
career in a lowly station, his true identity un- 
known, to prove to himself and others his un- 
questionable right to leadership. He wants to be- 
come consciously and knowingly what he is 
eternally and irrevocably. 

In all man’s earthly experiences, happy or other- 
wise, this is his true and steadfast goal. For a 
time he may be unmindful or even unconscious of 
the goal; but as he comes into a realization of it, his 
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conscious co-operation with his divinely-inspired 
purpose enables him to “judge not according to ap- 
pearance,” but to “judge righteous judgment.” He 
learns to go his God-appointed way, to discern 
between the true and the seeming, to find and 
exercise his dominion, to call forth the Christ 
nature within himself, rejoicing with God in His 
manifest works.

Men 

A in uniform are not uniform men. Each 

one in his own way is gifted, and each 

one’s gift is needed to complete the whole— 

which is the great gift to the cause of freedom 
and justice and peace. 

Most persons do not think of themselves as be- 
ing especially gifted, and probably no one would 
be less prone to think of himself as gifted than 
the individual soldier, who dresses like millions 
of others, eats like millions of others, marches in 
formation, lives under strict discipline. Yet even 
in army life ‘‘a man’s gift maketh room for him.” 
The person who realizes that “each man hath his 
own gift from God,” emerges as an individual 
among his group, and those around him soon dis- 
cover what it is that he has to offer. He may be a 
cook, but if he can write he writes, and the world 
is enriched by his book. He may be in the infantry, 
but if he can sing he soon finds himself using his 
talent for the pleasure of both himself and others. 
He may be in the veterinary detachment, but if 
he can write songs and stage productions, he finds 
that a whole new field for such ideas is open to 
him. These are but three illustrations, taken from 
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actual stories of men in uniform, that prove the 
point. 

Of course not all soldiers write or sing or ap- 
pear to have any outstanding talent. But there are 
thousands of men who have “made room” for 
themselves in their particular outfits by determin- 
ing to “take it,” by being cheerful, friendly, and 
co-operative, by adjusting themselves to the sur- 
roundings, the personalities, the duties, the life, 
rather than by expecting these things to change to 
fit personal moods, habits, desires, or expectations. 
Such an attitude not only makes the way easier 
and more successful; it has a definite influence for 
good upon others who are trying to make the 
transition from being the center of a little world 
of family and friends to being one among many in 
a strange and new world of uniforms and bar- 
racks. Assuredly the ability to keep peace, to pro- 
mote friendliness and amity and good will, to en- 
courage and help others, is as great a talent as any. 

There are thousands of men who have dis- 
covered their worth, their gifts, by being alert to 
every opportunity to learn new things, and by 
realizing that there is good to be gained from 
every experience in life. Many men will come out 
of military service with new vocations. Many 
will return to civilian life with new dispositions. 
Many heretofore impatient, restless souls, will 
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emerge with a new-found trust in God and man. 

The important thing to remember is that we 
grow through experience. If the time spent in 
uniform offered no more than the challenge of 
new and different experiences, the time taken 
from civilian life would be well worth while. 

If you are in uniform, or if you are concerned 
about someone in uniform, think about this idea 
of every man’s being endowed with his own gift, 
a special gift, a gift that makes him important in 
the situation where he is, in the job he is doing, to 
the people with whom he associates, to the cause 
that he serves. Know that the soul is not in uni- 
form, that it does not march in formation, but 
that it unfolds and progresses in wartime or in 
peacetime. 

Men in uniform are not uniform men. They are 
great souls, every one of them, whose gifts make 
room for them. “Neglect not the gift that is in 
thee . . . Be diligent in these things . . . that thy 
progress may be manifest unto all.”

He shows that subcon- 
sciously he believes to some extent that God is not 
powerful enough to cope with the situation. 

You can easily analyze your tension as coming 
from a certain fear in disaster and a belief that 
Christ in you is not mighty to handle the situation. 
You seem to yourself to be alone, fighting an im- 
pending danger. Relief from tension comes from 
reversing the thought process, rising out of per- 
sonal concern, and relying upon Spirit’s help. 

You need literally to emerge from an environ- 
ment of seeming disaster into the peaceful pres- 
ence of God. Remember that in God’s presence 
there can be no presence of evil, nothing to make 
you tense, nothing to destroy your peace of mind. 
Abiding in the presence of the Most High, you 
witness a transformation in all your affairs.
